.loseph Hogan, in eharge of f'e 
eitv’s pumping plant 'or 18 years 
had refuse I the demand for his 
resign,ation and was dismissed 
effective .Time 15. Daniel H 
I.ewis. assi tant «uperinb''ndent of 
the stn’et and witer departments, 
eitv purchasing agent and untd 
mee itlv deniity city elerk, .sub- i 
rritted a letter. He .said he was 
resigning to comply with an oral 
dcman'l from the council made 
on May 6. T'ais Is what happened 
at the council meeting: 

Following reading of Mr. Lewis’ 
resignation a letter from Coun¬ 
cilman John Froehlich, now in 
the East, was read. Addressed to 
his eolleagues it advised them he 
had agree'! to and wa.s in sym- 
n-ithv with the plan for reorgani¬ 
zation. Councilman Miller sec¬ 
onded bv Carter moved that f'e 
Lewis resignation be aecepted 
Mr. Miller s.aid the reasr n for 
this was that imd-ar the p'onose'’ 
rew setiin the water sppei-jptprirl- 
ent would aDo be the purchasinp' 
agent which was desirahel in viaw 
of the fact that most of hte city’s 
piirchas-as are for the water de¬ 
partment. 

Mr. Carter said that as chair¬ 
man of the council’s wate- com¬ 
mittee it bec.ame his unpleasant 
duty to recommend the removal 
of Jn.scph Hogan at th® pumping 
nlant. H-:' sgjd jir, Hogan had 
been a fiithful empinyer for the 
past IS ve.ars and ha'l done much 
constructive work in the water 
'ep.artnaent: that he hail operaterl 
the plant very efficiently and 
.shown a real devotion in his 
service. As Mr. Hogan is now 
approaching (18 years of age it 
was inadvsahle for him to carry 
en a typ-e of work where he has 
to deal with machinery and 
otimiiing equipment and work for 
long hours during the heavy 


pumping season, Mr. Carter 
said, and it therefore becam' 
necessary to relieve him of hi a 
position .Mr. Carter said he re- 
grette'l the city has no pens'on 
program as Mr. Hogan "is cer¬ 
tainly entitled to one.” Mr. Car¬ 
ter’s motion for Mr. Hogan’s re¬ 
moval was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Carter said that contem¬ 
plated changes in the water an 1 
engineering departments will e'- 
tect a reduction in operating 
hosts and incr.hise their efficien¬ 
cy. He then moved that William 
H Schwartz be oppointed water 
superintendent and city purchas¬ 
ing agent at a .salary of $15" 
per month, effective June 15, anJ 
this wa.s also done by unanimous 
vote. 

William Gellatly of 625 We'-t 
Grand View avenue, addressing 
the council, said he had listened 
‘o the proceeding.' in which the 
hity had dispensed with the ser¬ 
vices of two old and faithful em¬ 
ployees with much interest, "An 1 
now,” he said, ”T seriously ques¬ 
tion your ability to proceed ef¬ 
ficiently and economically bv 
.such an act of unfairness and in¬ 
justice.” 

Jo'nn P, Schaefer of East Ale¬ 
gria avenue asked the council 
whether any salary was attached 
to the position of purchasing 
agent and was informed that 
under the new setup the salarv 
of William Schwartz will cover 
his duties of water superintendent 
idn purchasing agent. 

Councilman Miller, seconded by 
Schwartz, moved that Samuel L. 
Graham be apptainted city engin¬ 
eer at $155 a month, an Increase 
of $15 a month, effective June 
15. Seconded by Councilman Mil¬ 
ler. Mr, Carter then moved that 
A1 F'reeland, a utility man at the 
water department be appaointe I 
helper at the pumping plant and 
than he be privileged to occupy 
'.ho home at the pumping plant 
now occupied by the Hogan fam¬ 
ily. with free rent. 

There was no mention in the 
procee'iings of Marion Hays, who 
has been superintendent of both 
the street and water departments. 
He retains his title as street 
superintendent and becomes fore¬ 
man of the water department.

t ’jEFORE Sierra Madre's streets 
^ wet-.' paved and adenuatoly 
' guttenxi it was not an un¬ 
common thing during heavy rains 
to have great damage from 
unrontrolled streams of flood 
water. Mountain Trail avenue. 
Grand View avenue and 
North Adaans street were com¬ 
pletely de troyed at diffeient 
seasons, for from two to three 
blocks, when they were washed 
out to a width of 10 to 20 feet 
and as much as 15 fei't in depth, 
and the debris carried on to pri¬ 
vate property below.
